MORGAN AND YOUNG ACCEPT 
POSTS ON REPARATIONS BODY 


After Conference With Sir Esme 
Howard, Decision to Serve as 
Experts Is Announced. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—After a 
conference in the Morgan library 
today with J. P. Morgan ard Owen 
D. Young. Sir Esme Howard. Brit- 
ish Ambassador, announced they 
had formally accepted the invita- 
tion of the Reparations Commission 
to serve on the Committee of Ex- 
perts at Paris, which will consider 
the matter ef German reparations. 

Sir Esme said Thomas Nelson 
Perkins would be Young’s alternate 
and Thomas Lamont would be 
Morgan's. Lamont was present at 
the conference today, but Perkins 
was detained in Boston. 

“The committee will not revise 
the Dawes plan, but will complete 
it,’ Young said in a formal state- 
ment after the acceptances had 
been announced. “The total 
amount Germany might be ob- 
ligated to pay was not fixed by the 
Dawes plan because the committee 
at that time was not authorized to 
fix it. The purpose at the present 
is to liquidate the ‘X’ in the Dawes 
plan in the total amount due and 
the number of annuities in which 
it can be paid.” 

The Reparations Commission at 
Paris today officially approved se- 
lection of Young and Morgan. 

The United States members of 
the committee will sail on the Aqui- 
tania Ireb, 1. Young said they 
would stay until the work was fin- 
ished, a period estimated from 60 
to 90 days.

100 TONS OF MATERIALS 
HAULED BY DOG TEAMS FROM 
BYRD’S SHIP TO HIS BASE 


Sledging Over Slush Holes 
Difficult—Despite Many 
Upsets Not a Parcel or a 
Husky Has Been Lost.

BAY OF WHALES, Antarctica, 
Jan 18. (Delayed.)—A stiff wind 
is blowing off the barrier today, a 
wind that lashes fhe surface snow 
into a cloud, that cuts the face and 
nips the hands and feet. 

Into it a line of sledges just be- 
gan to bore their way toward the 
base, the men tugging at the gee 
poles and calling to their dogs, 
the frost from their breath gath- 
ering on their unshaved faces and 
the sides of their. fur caps under 
their parka hoods. 

They are building an epic of 
polar sledging. doggedly fighting 
their way eight miles inland and 
back twice a day, carrying loads 
that had been thought impossible. 

They began on Dec. $1 and in 
the 17 sledging days since then they 
have moved more than 100 tons 
of materials to the: base over the 
drifting and buckling way ice. 

Sledging Difficult Task. 

On two days, during a blizzard, 
the work had to be stopped. Al- 
though conditions are severe today, 
they are plugging ahead, making 
two trips, carrying prosaic and un- 
dramatic coal sacks, traveling in 
all 32 miles. They have not lest 
a dog or a parcel, although time 
and again sleds with loads with 
more than 1000 pounds have tipped 
over or slid into slush holes be- 
tween pressure ridges. It is diffi- 
cult to know which to admire the 
most, the men or the dogs, for both | 
are thoroughly tired at. the erd of | 
the day. 

These men, who fight sliding 
sledges and toppling loads when 
the trail is rough or along a Knife 
edge of pressure ice, are able to 
ride back to the ship from the 
base, but the dogs trot the entire 
52 miles, tugging unfailing at their 
harness, grabbing a mouthful of 
snow as they go, and occasionally 
turning aside to find a little recre- 
ation, in trying to pick a fight with 
a passing rival team. 

No men are more appreciative 
of such work than the Norwegians 
who have done so much to develop 
polar travel. and they have been 
frankly amazed at the progress. 

Praises American Enterprise. 

One of them, a powerful, indom- 
itable man of the race of Nansen, 
Sverdrup and Amundsen, one who 
had lived all his life in the Arctic 
and is driving one of the most suc- 
cessful of the dog teams, was ex- 
pressing his enthusiasm last night. 
And lest it be thought that too 
much is being claimed for an 
American expedition, it might ke 
best to let him tell what he thinks 
of it. 

“Every time I go round that 
point up there and see all those 
things piled up, I am wonderinz,” 


he said, slamming.down a huge 
fist. 

“All that stuff—eight miles 
across the ice and those pressure 
ridges, Never had there been 


anything like it and nobody could 
do it but Americans. They go, go. 
all the time they go.” 

To one who saw Commander 
Byrd unloading his plane in the 
face of almost insuperable diffi- 
culties at Spitzbergen before he 
made the North Pole flight, there 
is much in the present situation to 
afford a striking parallel and 
show the spirit with which he im 
bus his men. 

At the time, the bay was full of 
floating ice and the Norwegians 
living there doubted that pontoons 
could be safely forced through such 
large and dangerously pressing 
cakes of ice. However, he did it 
with the aid of men who worked 
day and night. 


Bay Ice No Obstacle. 

Down here the bay ice is so far 
out that at first it seemed an ob- 
stacle that might for a time hold 
up the expedition. 

When Capt. Roald Amundsen ar- 
rived here he was able to take 
his ship in: beyond our present base 
and within two and a half miles 
of Framheim, his base. Only a 
few days after the anniversary of 
Capt. Amundsen‘'s arrival here 
(Jan. 14) the Byrd expedition has 
put more than 180 tons ashore and 
the ice, although shifting. has not 
yet shown any signs of going out. 

It is difficult to make any com- 
parisons as ta loads, because the 
sleds have traveled light for half 
the 32 miles covered every day 
and the number of dogs in a team 
has varied considerably. 

However, the loads,have run 
from 700 pounds with a five-dog 
team up to more than a ton on 
occasions with a nine-dog team. 

Loads of 1200 Pounds. 

Yesterday one team of nine dogs 

made the usual two trips and car-

HINKLE, STATE 
LABOR BUREAU 
HEAD, RESIGNS 
UNDER INQUIRY 


Unlawful Transfer of 
Money Appropriated for 
One Department to An- 
other Uncovered. 


$900 IN PAY CHECKS 


IMPROPERLY DRAWN | 


Admitted Diversion of 
Salary Funds to Expense 
Account.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.— 
Roye b. Hinkle of Sedalia, Com- 
missione- of the State Bureau of 
Labor and Industrial Inspection, 
resigned today after an invec‘iga- 
tion by Gov. Caulfield, who took 
office last Monday, and Attorney- 
General Shartel of an unlawful 
transfer of money from one ap- 
propriated fund to another in his 
depirtment 

The Governor issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Mr. Hinkle submitted his resig- 
nation, to be effective Feb. 1. It 
will be accepted.” 

The Attorney-General dectined 
to comment, 

The Post-Vispatch correspondent 
had been making an independent 
inquiry into the irregularities in 
the Labor Bureau accounts. 

Commissioner's Explanation. 

It was learned that Henkle had 


explained that $900 had  »been 
switched from the department's 
salary appropriation, which had 


plenty of mioney, to its esrployes’ 
expense account fund, which was 
insufficient to meet demands. 

This was accomplished by issuing 
pay checks at $100 a month, from 
last April to December, inelusive, 
in favor of Mrs. Era Lesser, who 
works as a clerk and stenographer 
at the St. Louis:office of the de- 
partment. Mrs. Lesser, however, 
is an employe of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, who is paid $110 a month, 
being assigned to statistical work 
at the State office, which co-operm 
ates with the Federal Department 
of Labor. Mrs. Lesser told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that she 
never had received pay from the 
State and knew nothing about the 
State checks in her favor. 

The checks were made out to 
“KE. Lesser’ by the State Audi- 
tor’s office, on the requisition of 
Hinkle, who certified each month 
that this was a proper. salary 
charge for services rendered. In 
accordance with custom, the Audi- 
tor’s office delivered checks for 
all department employes to a mes- 
senger from Hinkle’s office. The 
Lesser checks were sent to Depu- 
ty Commissioner M. H. McFar- 
land at the St. Louis office, 1325 
Pine street. 

No Further Action Planned, 

State law provides plainly that 
no money may be expended for 
any purpose other than for which 
it was appropriated. The salary 
and expense funds were appropri- 
ated separately. It has not been 
determined whether there is any 
civil or criminal liability for vio- 
lation of this law, but indications 
are thgt in Hinkle’s case the mat- 
ter will be dropped with his resig- 
nation. 

Before the official inquiry and 
his resignation became _ public, 
Hinkle told the correspondent this 


morning that he had put Mrs. 
Lesser on the State payroll be- 
cause she was.doing extra work, 


due to the dropping of one clerk 
at the St. Louis office last April 
and the retirement of Mrs. Alice 
Curtice Moyer-Wing, chief clerk 
of the department, assigned to the 
St. Louis office, in November. Mrs. 
Moyer-Wing said she was dis- 
charged because of her support of 
former Lieutenant-Governor Ben- 
nett for the Republican guberna- 
torial nomination and because of 
antagonism of Gov. Baker and 
Hinkle to woman officeholders. 
Hinkle told her she was dis- 
missed as a measure of economy. 

Hinkle could not be reached for 
a further statement after § his 
resignation was announced. 

Hinkle Named in 1925. 

Gov. Baker appointed Hinkle as 
commissioner early in his admin- 
istration, in 1925. Hinkle former- 
ly was a railroad conductor with 
a run out of Sedalia and had been 
active in Missouri labor affairs. 
Gov. Baker sent him as the Gov- 
ernor’s representative to the Hoo- 
ver conference on uniform traffic 
laws several years ago. AS a re- 
sult of this, Hinkle became presi- 
dent of the Missouri Association 
for Street and Highway Safety, 
which has sponsored the effort to 
have the uniform code adopted in 
Missouri. He has been a close 


friend of Baker's. His salary as 
commissioner was $3500 a year.

LOCAL GAS RATE 


Motion Asking Public Serv- 
ice Commission to Grant 


Rehearing Will Be the 
First Step. 


APPEAL TO COURTS 
SHOULD THAT FAIL 


Pending Decision, the Rise, 
Which Hits Small Users, 
Would Probably Be Sus- 
‘pended. 


The city of St. Louis, through its 
law department, will vigorously 
contest the increase in rates grant- 


ed the Laclede Gas Light Co., in| 
a decision Thursday by the Pub-| 
lic Service Commission, 
learned today. 

The first step will be a motion 
asking the Public Service Com- 
mission to grant a rehearing and 
if that is denied an appeal will be 
filed in the Circuit Court asking 
to have the entire case reviewed. 
Pending decisions of these actions 
the new rates probably will be sus- 
pended. 

A formal statement issued by the 
City Counselor's office said: “We 
are of the opinion that the order 


discriminates unfairly against the 
householder in favor of the luxury 
users of gas, and unless it is mod- 
ified on rehearing, propose to take 
the case to the courts for final de- 
cision.”’ 

The new rates, as has been told, 
would appreciably increase the 
bills of domestic consumers who 
constitute about 92 yer cent of the 
company’s customers. A minimum 


it was' 


charge of 75 cents a month is 
granted and this would pay for 
only 300 cubic feet of gas, addi- 
tional consumption to be charged 
for at 95 cents a thousand cubic 
feet for the first step. 

88 Per Cent Increasc. 

The present rate is $1 a thousand 
cubic feet with a minimum month- 
ly charge of 50 cents, the minimum 
paying for its pro rata, or 500 cubic 
feet, of gas. Thus under the new 
rates the user of 500 feet of gas 
would have his bill increased from 
50 cents to 94 cents a month, an in- 
crease of 88 per cent. 

The city will contend that, the. 
valuation of $47,000,000 upon 
which the commission said the 
company should be entitled to earn 
a return of 7% per cent a year is 
much too high. It wHl contend 
that a large reduction should be 
made in the allowance for going 
value and other items. In the 
original case the city sought to de- 
feat approximately $8,000,000 of 
the claimed yalue of the company, 
virtually all of which apparently 
was allowed by the commission. 

Under the valuation and rate of 
return allowed by the commission 
the revenue of the company would 
be increased approximately $600, 
000 a year, which in addition to 4 
rise in rates for small consumers 
probably would mean a genera! in- 
crease for all customers except the 
largest industrial useys and house- 
heating customers. 

The commission allowed 10 days 
from last Thursday for the filing 
of pleas and in order to prevent 
the new rates becoming effective 
the city must take action before 
the expiration of that time. 

What the Consumer Would Pay. 

The City Counselor's statement 
points out that under the new rate 
every householder whose bill does 
not: exceed $8 a month would be 
subject to an increase, varying 
from 1 to 88 per cent. For the 
87 per cent of customers who do 
not use more than 4000 cubic feet 
of gas a month the increase would 
be fror 7 to 88 per cent. 

In attacking the valuation al- 
lowed the company for “going 
value.” the City Counselor states 
that the con.pmers ‘“‘will be re- 
quired to pay the company 7% per 
cent on a going value of $5,800,- 
000, which will yield $435,000 per 
annum.”

Joseph Novokovich Victim of 
Daylight Holdup on Way 
From Bank. 


Joseph Novokovich, saloonkeeper 
at the southeast corner of Forest 
Park avenue and Sarah street, was 
slugged with a revolver by one of 
two highwaymen and robbed of 
$1400 in cash on the sidewalk in 
front of his saloon at 10:30 a. m.

The saloonkeeper fell to the 
sidewalk and the robber seized the 
money package from his pocket 
The robbers drove east’ on Forest 
Park avenue. 


Man and Guard HKobbed of $1900 
in East St, Louts. 

Four robbers in a stolen automo- 
bile, armed with shotguns and re- 
yolvers, obtained $1919 in cash 
shortly before noon today when 
they held up Marshal Benjamin 
Frazen and Frank Powlek of Fair- 
mont City near the south entrance 
of the Ninth street subway in 
East St. Louis.

$75,000 FOR A SPONGE 
THE SURGEONS FORGOT 


It Was Sewed Up Inside Mrs. 
Nellie M. Cowman After 
Operation. 


A surgical sponge about the size 
of a hen’s egg, overlooked when 
Mrs. Nellie M. Cowman, 621 North 
Vandeventer avenue, was operated 
on in 1924, and sewn into her body, 
was the basis on which a jury be- 
fore Circuit Judge Falkenhainer 
today awarded $75,000 in damages 
against two surgeons. 

The defendants were Dr. P. H. 
Harmann, physician and surgeon 
of 530 North Union boulevard, and 
Dr. J. H. Crenshaw, 5963 Enright 
avenue, former head of the now 


extinct Liberty Hospital. 

Mrs. Cowman, the wife of Ben 
F. Cowman, a restaurant keeper, 
was treated by Dr. Harmann for 
intestinal disorders, and on April 
24, 1924, underwent an operation 
at Liberty Hospital. Mrs. Cowman, 
in her petition for damages, stated 
that both Dr. Harmann and Dr. 
Crenshaw conducted the operation 

Following the operation, she 
said, she suffered marked pains In 
her abdomen for 17 months, at 
which time, on the scar of the 
wound left by the rcurgeon’s knife. 
there appeared the edge of a piece 
of surgical gauze. Dr. Harmann, his 
attention called to the piece of 
gauze, made an incision, and re- 
moved the egg-size surgical sponge. 
Mrs. Cowman said that her pains 
ceased with the removal of the 
overlooked sponge. 

Dr. Harmann. who told the 
Court he had performed the opera- 
tion, and had iater removed the 
sponge, contended he was not re- 
sponsible for the error through 
which Mrs. Cowman suffered need. 
leas pain. 

The negligence, Dr. Harmann 
said, was due to hospital attend- 
ants, whose duty it was to cleanse 
the wourd, following the opera- 
tion, and to unpack the wound be- 
fore the surgeon took his final 
stitches. Dr. Crenshaw, the sur- 
geon said, assisted at the opera- 
tion.

Five Cuckoo gangsters 
were taken in a raid on a Chou- 
teau avenue handbook  establiah- 
ment. Search is made for a 
Cuckoo gang leader, now out on 
bond pending appeal from a rob- 
bery conviction. 

Baldwin refused to talk, except 
to give his age as 28 and his oecu- 
pation as merchant. He is known 
to the police as a gangster. 

Identified, Sheriff Says. 

Sheriff Lill told reporters Bald- | 
win had been identified as the rob- 
ber who killed the bank cashier, 
over a confederate’s protest. The 
Sheriff said the names of identify- 
ing witnesses would not be dis- 
closed, because they feared possible 
intimidation. ;

(noon. A verdict of “homicide at 
the hands of unknown parties” was 
returned. Baldwin was not taken 
to the inquest. 

Baldwin, convicted of a $31.58 
holdup of a laundry wagon 
in 1924, was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. Division No. 
2 of the Missourl Supreme C urt 
twice affirmed the conviction, on 
an appeal and ae rehearing. 
Through the persistent efforts of 
his attorney, Parker, and with the 
aid of a letter from Circuit Attor- 
ney Sidener to the effect that he 
had changed his mind about Bald- 
win's guilt, the case was 
before the Supreme Court en bane, 
which reversed the conviction and 
ordered a new trial. This was in 
June, 1927. Sidener took no action 
until last Dec. 28, after he had been 
defeated for re-election and was 
preparing to retire from office. He 
then dismissed the charge against

NEW YORK, Jan. 19. 


Mine tus Manhattan is becom. 
ing stuffed, like the Strass- 
bourg goose, with skyscrapers 
A mere casual inspection of the sky 
line from the sidewalk develops 
a-nice hat neckache. This new 
area of topless towers is confined 
largely to what is known as the 
Grand Central District. 


One of those sharks for statistics 
discovers the tenants alone in the 
cloud-piercing strip outnumber the 
combined population of Cheyenne, 
Brownsville, Reno, Emporia and 
Albuquerque, In actual figures 
more than 60,000 people. The 
Woolworth Building downtown 
houses 10,000. 


New York’s psychology is that 
of the small town. Just as a new 
depot will spruce up the north 
end of Main street, so has the 
Grand Central Station inspired the 
mighty building rush about it 


Shortly the tallest building in the 
world—the Reynolds—will be fin- 
ished at Lexington avenue and 
Forty-second street. 


It will stand 67 stories and 808 
feet above the street level. The 
new Grand Central building span- 
ning Park avenue is another whop- 
per, and the Chanin Building, a 
stone’s throw away, rises to 52 
stories. Next door west to the 
Hotel Belmont is another 53-storied 
affair nearly completed. 

Alarmists are crying the city is 
being overbuilt and what will we 
do? Yet a 42-story office building 
a little off the beaten path in the 
same neighborhood was recently 
filled two weeks after it was 
opened. And at the moment there 
is an unsatisfied demand for office 
space. 


The big problem is traffic con- 
gestion. Only the floating hotel 
population is able to live in the 
Grand Central district. The actual 
office workers must live from five

And when 
we consider what a strong finish 
had gained Jeffries in the bout 
with Sharkey it is not too safe to 
presume as to what would have 
been the .erdict had the contest 
gone the full distance. 

All things considered, it would 
not seem that Muldoon regards 
either Jeffries or Corbett as high- 
ly as some estimators, and that he 
has known greater champions than 
either of these two.

that pushes on us, standing up or 
lying down, in the house or out. 

It is almost as if we were living. 
all of us, in a great Ocean of air. 
and on every bit of our skin, from 
every side, the air gushed 15 
pounds worth. 

But because it presses quite 
evenly all around, and because the 
blood our hearts are pumping 
presses as hard from the inside, 
outward, we do not feel the weight. 
In fact it is the air pushing always 


Fon our bodies which keeps them 


from—well, from pcepping. With- 
out its help our poor skins couldn't 
withstand the surge of the blood 
inside. 

Not only that. 

Without air there wouldn't be a 
sound, ever—not a sound of any 
kind. For when some bird chirps 
or the bow is drawn over strings 
of a violin, or a firecracker goes 
off, and we hear a sound, it is be- 
cause the bird's throat or the strings 
of the violin quivered and made 
the air touching them ripple into 
little waves—swift and tiny. When 
these waves of air (which we can- 
not see, of course) spread out and 
out and finally strike our ears, we 
hear. 

That's why, for instance, we hear 
the echo, when we shout toward 
some distant wood. after we hear 
our own voices. The little waves 


first sound is made when the 
waves start off, and the wait be- 
tween that time and when we hear 
the echo, is the time it takes the 
wares to travel] from our lips to 
the wood and back, to our ears 
again. 

But more important than any of 
these things is this: Our bodies 
need air to live—and so do plants 
and animals. 

We breathe it, and once we hare 
it inside us, we take oxygen from 
it. (Oxygen ts part of the air) 
Plants, in their own way, do much 
the same thing. Only they breathe 
out the oxygen we need and we 
breathe out the part of the air they 
need—called carbon dioxide. 
it’s quite an excellent system. The 
plants use what is poison to us 
and leave us the oxygen, which 
makes us fee) high spirited and 
well. 

And so it happens, sometimes, 
when many people are crowded to- 
gether in a room into which no 
fresh air comes, and they ali 
breathe out the carbon dioxide 
which is poison for our bodies, 
that the air left in the room after 
some time, is full of carbon dioxile 
—too full, much, for our good. We 
begin to feel tired. and perhaps our 
heads ache—all from too much 
carbon dioxide. The reason is 
simply that.
